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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment for claim 3 raises new issues, since the examiner did not considered the outer 
lenses of the cylindrical group as being shielded. Applicant's argument on page 10 pertaining to the width of the cylindrical lens relative to 
the width of the emitted beam, the arguments recite the function of condensing which provides the narrow width of the beam instead of the 
physical dimensions of the lens as understood by the examiner. However, the arguments based on condensing the beam to provide a 
narrower width than the emitted beam, is not recited or implied within the claim. 
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
